HOW TO PLANT FLOWER SEEDS 
Most flowering plants will live in almost any soil, 
but to give them a fair chance to develop, some care 
must be taken to make the ground suitable to their 


needs. The soil best adapted to flowering plants is 
generally a light friable loam, containing enough 
sand or peat moss to make it porous, thoroughly 


pulverized and enriched with liberal amounts of 
Vigoro. Make the seed bed as fine, smooth and level 
as possible, except that a slight rounding of the 
bed is desirable that it may be well drained; do not 
plant when the ground is wet and do not plant too 
early. The ground must be thoroughly warm for 
most flower seeds. Cover each lot of seeds to a uni- 
form depth which should not be more than four to 
six times the diameter of the seed; press the soil 
firmly over the seed; plant in rows so that the plant- 
lets may be easily seen; thin to prevent crowding.

The Farm Seed Situation 


The year 1951 has been an unusual one for the production and har- 


vesting of Seed Crops. Temperatures have been below normal throughout 
the middle western and central states and the rainfall was above normal, 
Continued cloudiness and cool weather retarded many crops so most all 
crops were late in maturing. Barly frosts, snow storms, and bad weather 
at harvest time made it difficult to harvest crops that could be used for 
seed purposes.

A Field of New Moore Barley. 


MOORE BARLEY 


A superior variety of barley developed at the Wisconsin Agricultural 
Experiment Station in co-operation with the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture. It was named in honor of the late Prof. R. A. Moore, who 
was one of the pioneers of barley improvement in the United States. 
The seed was first released to the seed growers in Wisconsin for repro- 
duction in 1948. It is of hybrid origin involving three separate parents, 
Wisconsin Barbless, Chevron, and Olli, which is an early variety of 


malting barley introduced from Finland. ‘Tests indicate that Moore 
malts well with quality similar to Oderbrucker. Moore is a white, 
six-rowed, smooth awn, spring variety, with a moderately compact 


head, and long wide spreading awns. It matures about the same time 
as Wisconsin Barbless, and is about the same in height. The straw is 
thicker and stands up better after maturity. It is more resistant to 
lodging than either Wisconsin Barbless or Oderbrucker. The_ kernels 
are long and the test weight tends to be slightly above Wisconsin 
Barbless. The hulls of Moore are thinner and stick tighter to the 
kernel with the result that there is less skinning during threshing. 
The awns are rough at the tip and break off easily in the threshing.
